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PREFACE 

This list has been compiled to aid dramatic directors and teachers 
in the selection oE plays for children from six to sixteen years of age, 
and also to aid in the simpler uses of dramatics; such as story-telling, 
story-playing^, recitations and class work. The plays range from the 
short simple dramas, found in dramatic readers, to ttiose calling for a 
mixed cast of children and grown-ups and requiring elaborate costumes 
and scenery. In the choice the emphasis has been more on the drama 
form than on the pageant. Some of the books will be found to be out 
of print; these can usually be found in libraries. They contain plays 
which have proved themselves of such value that they should not be 
omitted from any general list. With each title, a few explanatory words 
■ are given, to indicate somewhat the plot and the type of play. 

There are a few simple rules which it is well to remember. In 
choosing a play for children, entertainment value should be the first con- 
sideration. The best play, however, has literary value, teaches an 
ethical lesson or treats correctly of an historical time or event. 

Almost any play can be cut successfully and it is often advisable 
when dealing with amateurs, to shorten long speeches and to eliminate 
some speeches, characters, and scenes entirely, when these are not 
necessary to the action. 

The best results are gained through simplicity rather than elabora- 
tion in scenery and costumes. Care should be taken, however, not to 
mistake crudity for simplicity. Both scenery and costumes must be 
suggestive of the idea developed in the play. 

Always have a "costume" rehearsal when only costumes are con- 
sidered; this greatly facilitates the dress rehearsal which follows. 

In rehearsing a play: 

Never say a line for a child and have him repeat it ; explain what 
it means and let him say it in his own way, and if he has understood, he 
will say it correctly. 

Never show a child a gesture; if he feels the need of any, he will 
make an appropriate one. 

Never order a player to take a certain position or show him how to 
go; find a reason for his going; if he knows where and why, he will 
know how. 

Develop a real interest in the characters and story and an under- 
standing of them in the players and they will be relieved of much self- 
consciousness, the besetting sin of most amateur performances.
